Geneva. At the Geneva Palace of Nations the 
UN Commission on Human Rights has distributed 
b report on the observance of human rights In 
member-countries or the Organization of American 
Slates, 

(n the course of the last year, the report lays, 
no improvements were observed, while In certain 
countries the situation even worsened as the result 
of frequent and often legalized repression on the 
part of' their governments. Standing prominently 
among human rights violations In Latin America 
were an increase In death sentences as s result ol 
simplified judicial procedures, disappearance of 
those arrested, the Imposition or expansion of the 
state of emergency, Imprisonment wttb complete 
disregard of existing legislation, followed by tor- 
ture, abuse and limited freedom of speech. 

Recently the most flagrant violators of human 
rights and International law have been El Sdlvador, 
Guatemala, Uruguay and Chile. 

POLAND PROTESTS 
AGAINST RADIO SUBVERSION 

Warsaw. Poland has resolutely protested the use 
of radio slotlons located In NATO countries for 
crude interference In the country's Internal affairs 
and for deliberate aggravation of the current 
wot Id situation. 

The document stresses lhat the broadcasts by 
certain Western stations, especially Radio Free Eu- 
rope and the Voice of America, are a classical ex- 
ample of propaganda blackmail based on misin- 
formation and biassed coverage. These radio cent- 
res are trying to destabilize Poland politically and 
economically, misrepresent the Polish govern- 
ment’s actions, aimed at Improving the situation in 
the country, and overtly call on the Poles to rep- 
lace their socialist system. 

The anti-Polish activities of Western radio sta- 
tions run counter to International law and the Hel- 
sinki agreement, thus undermining detente, the do- 
cument concludes,

The allies un- 
derstand that Washington alms at establishing control over 
the Middle Eastern and Persian Gull oil reserves, as well at 
other energy sources, vital lor Western Europe and Japan. 
This will allow America lo Imposa lls political line on them 
lo a still greater degree, fo make thorn part of Jfj military 
strategic plans with the final goal ol acliicvlnq absolute Amer- 
ican domination ol the world.

negotiations were conducted 
fiom May 14 to June 16. Dur- 
ing these four weeks, Moscow 
was the site of a meeting be- 
tween representatives of Sov- 
rybflot association of the USSR 
Ministry of Fisheries and a 
number of Japanese fishing firms 
and cooperatives. The (olnt 
gathering of the above men- 
tioned sea products takes place 
within the Soviet 200-mlle zone, 
outside its territorial waters in 
the Far East. The fishermen from 
the two countries are catching 
crabs, shrimp and trumpet- 
shaped dilates. Tha negotiations 
were also concerned with the 
sea urchin, which may becoma 
the object of (olnt harvesting In 
the future. 

Tbe total sum of the con- 
tracts concluded this year ex- 
ceeds eight million dollars, in- 
cluding 5,828 thousand for the 
right to catch 6,410 tonnes of 
ciobs and a further 2.658 
thousand for 600 tonnes of 
alirtmp.
